MOSCOW, Aug. 19.—(UP)--A 


plot to assassinate Josef Stalin, 
leader of the government, Klem- 
enti Voroshilov, minister of war, 
and two other high officials was 
charged today against 16 defend- 
ants put on trial for their live«. 


It was announced that the de- 


fendats had confessed complicity 
in a plot to undermine the in- 
fluence of present Soviet leaders 
but would defend themselves — 
having- refused counsel — against 
specific charges of plotting assas- 
sination. 


Leading the list of defendants 


were Gregory Zinoviev and Leo 
Kamenev, members of the little 
group of men who made Russia 
communist and sent a 
shiver 


through the constituted govern- 
ments of the world. 


Prisoners already Zinoviev ser- 


ving a 10 year term and Kamenev 
a five year one, they sat before 
their judges and 200 spectators 
crowded into the little supreme 
court room in the Georgian room 
of the Hall of Columns—the one 
time Nobles' club. 


All rose as V. V. Ulrich, presi- 


dent of the council of military law 
of the supreme tribual entered the 
court. 
Andrew Vishinsky, assist- 


ant chief state prosecutor, han- 
dled the case for the government. 


Face Firing Squad 


It was ominous for the defend- 


ants that it was a military tri- 
bunal trial, for It meant 
they 


might face a firing squad.

heard as charged with aiding the 
defendants in a plot to eradicate 
the government and put followers 
of exiled Leon Trotsky, former co- 
dictator with Lenin, in power.

Fritz David—is said to be a Ger- 
man.

ale in July, 1935, but that his seat 
had been so situated that he could 
not hit him.

BILL LEMKE CONFIDENT 


^ASHINGTON—There is something a 


little pathetic about the candidacy of 


Bill Lemke for the Presidency of the Uni- 
ted States. 


He stands there, so cocksure, so confi- 


dent, so smiling, smirking, so ready to talk 
about his campaign. You feel like taking 
him aside and warning 
him 
that 
he 


shouldn't talk so much or the newspaper- 
men will take advantage of him. Then you 
realize that Bill wouldn't take kindly to 
that advice and yo« let him go on. 


"When I become President," he 
says, 


"I'll let the people come in. I'll be at home 
to everybody. But of course, I can't see 
everybody. There'll have to be some ar- 
rangements made about that." 


At first you think this is just Bill Lem- 


ke's sense of humor. But pretty soon he re- 
peats himself. There are no "ifs" about it. 
It is "when I am elected" and "when I take 
over the White House'. 


There is no doubt about it. Lemke has 


talked himself into a hypnotic conviction 
that he is on the threshold of the White 
House already. 


KILLS HIMSELF 


A group of Congressmen were discus- 


sing Lemke's candidacy in the House res- 
taurant just before the session adjourned, 
and one of them, a Republican, said: 


"I know one sure way of licking Lemke. 


Have him appear regularly in the news- 
reels in every moving-picture house in the 
country. His face and voice are all that's 
needed to defeat him." 


It is true that God must have been look- 


ing elsewhere when He fashioned the fea- 
tures of Bill Lemke. His bald, egg-shaped 
head has a dour, bucolic look, with which 
his smile—one of those frozen chorus girl 
varieties—is weirdly incongruous. 


Lemke has been campaigning for public 


office most of his adult life, but his voice 
still strikes the audience with the soothing 
effect of a circus calliope. And apparently 
he has an inexhaustible supply of steam 
and no discretion in using it. 


COMPLETE CONFIDENCE 


"I really expect to be elected," he says. 


'A short time ago I stopped off to see Gov- 
ernor Olson of Minnesota. He's in a hospi- 
tal. His enemies are trying to make out 
le's much sicker than he is. That's the old 
political game of discrediting a man. You 
can expect your character to be assassi- 
nated in politics. 


"Everyone of the internes in his hospital 


is going to vote for me. Six of them prom- 
sed me personally.

Peculiarities of Pollen as Affecting Hay Fever 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. I). 


I HEAR THAT owing to the 


drouth the ragweed crop this year 
Is rather stunted, but it only takes 
one or two good rains to bring It 


out, and I im- 
agine t h e r e 
will be enough 
pollen in the 
air by the

T h e r e are 


many 
peculi- 


arities 
about 


pollen, 
some 


of which can't 
be entirely ex- 


plained. The ragweed is at once a 
Grade A pest and a successful 
plant, because it produces so many 
million pollen grains and because 
they are so small and light. 


All the plants which cause hay 


fever fertilize by wind pollination. 
Other plants are either self-fertil- 
ized or cross fertilized by insect 
carriers. The pollen grains grow 
on the stamen of the flower, are 
the 
male 
element, 
and 
when 


dropped on the pistil penetrate and 
fertilize the plant ovary, which 
then develops into the seed. We 
may blame malaria on the female 
mosquito,1 ~ and it is the female 
black widow spider that does the 
dirty work, but hay fever is caused 
by the males. 


Plants Attract Insects 


Plants which fertilize by insect 


pollination have flowers, honey and 
smell to attract insecta, and the 
pollen is fit to be taken for a ride; 
it ia heavy and sticky. 
These 


plants produce very little pollen. 
The self-fertilizing violet has only 
a few hundred pollen grains. 


But when a plant has to depend 


on its pollen reaching other flow- 
ers' pistils by flying through the 
air, there must be plenty of pollen. 
A pollen grain the size of a small 
grain of dust must hit & mark no 


bigger than the head of a pin an 
eighth of a mile away. The wind 
pollinated plants do not have con- 
spicuous flowers—there is no need 
to attract insects, but the stig- 
matic surface of the pistil is larg* 
and feathered with antennae ao as 
to be capable of picking- up pollen 
grains. 


The amount of pollen in the air 


may be determined by smearing 
vaseline on a glass slide and leav- 
ing it exposed to the air for 24 • 
hours. 
The pollen density varies 


with different years and day by 
day in the season. Most hay fever 
sufferers do not begin to have 
symptoms until the air contains 
about thirty pollen grains to th« 
cubic yard. Ragweed pollen ia 
carried to great heights and great 
distances by winds. Colonel Lind- 
bergh has exposed slides at heights 
in Labrador and Greenland. 
Mr, 


Oren C. Durham (see his book, 
"Your Hay Fever"), has collected 
pollen grains in the air over Lak« 
Michigan, 30 miles from the shore. 


Weather changes influence pollen 


density. 
Warm, 
dry 
weather 


spreads pollen that has already 
been matured. But the drouth, 11 
long enough continued, stops th« 
growth. 


Rain washes the pollen from tht 


ripe plants and from the air, but 
starts renewed growth of pollen in 
the plants. 
Even during a rain, 


however, pollen grains can be re- 
covered in the air. Hay feverites, 
especially those who also hav« 
asthma, are worse during rains, 
one of the facts. difficult to explain 
about pollen behavior. Perhaps it 
is because, though the amount ol 
pollen in the air is small in damp 
weather, the moisture makes it 
more readily dissolved when it doei 
get in the nose.

CONTRACT BRIDGE 


BAD PLAF—NOT HARD LUCK 


OFTEN HARD luck is blamed, 


when really bad play has been the 
cause of a defeated contract. 
It 


was so with East today. A letter 
from the Bronx staler that the de- 
clarer went down on a game bid in 
spades, because he had to lose a 
heart and three club tricks. Let's 
see where declarer's "hard Juck" 
came in.

Only East and West were vul- 


fcerable. 
Bidding went: East, 1- 


Spade,

The opening lead was the 3 of 


Declarer's K won the 
trick. 
The inquirer does not de- 


tail what happened afterward, so 
we will play the hand as any ex- 
pert would, to see how to avoid 
leading clubs, or to lose more than 
three tricks, so that game may be 
scored. 


Clear out opposing trumps, by 


having declarer lead his Ace and 
Q of spades. Lead the Ace of dia- 
monds, but that is not the last duty 
to perform with that suit. No 
loose diamond must be left in 
dummy. Lead a low heart. Win 


I with dummy's K. 
JLeaa aummys 


last diamond. Have declarer ruff. 
Lead a heart. 
Have dummy win 


with the Ace. Lead dummy's last 
heart, to throw the lead. 
North 


will be in with his Q of hearts. 


Eight tricks have been played, of 


which declarer has won seven. Th« 
five cards remaining in each hand 
wjll be as shown In the diagram 
below.

North is in the lead, ro defeat*, 


the game contract in spades he 
must win three tricks. That can- 
not be accomplished. Neither could 
that feat be accomplished were 
South, instead of North, in the 
lead. The only way the defenders 
could win three tricks Is In case 
declarer or dummy were in lead 
and had to try preventing defend- 
ers from winning three club tricks. 
That latter feat could not be ac- 
complished. 
There is where our 


friend from the Bronx had his hard 
luck, In allowing himself to be put 
in position to lead the club suit. 


If North leads his diamond, de- 


clarer or dummy w"' ruff, while 
the other member of the declaring 
side discards a club. If North leads 
clubs there is no way In which he 
can prevent either declarer or 
dummy from winning one club 
trick, just yielding g-ame.

The main shaft was blocked by 


a 65 foot cave-in, and a higher 
ventilating shaft also was blocked 
by a cave-in.

shaft to a sloping shaft leading to 
the 110 foot level. They hoped that 
the trapped men had made their 
way to the far end of the mine, 
where, it was believed, compar- 
atively pure air has permitted 
them to live. 


Men Await Turns 


The rescue workers comprised 


firemen, miners, and volunteers 
from Moberly and the surrounding 
community. They, with relatives 
of the victims, waited their turns 
to go below at the mine mouth. 


At the 65 foot level, gas-masked 


rescuers hauled out the fire-black- 
ed timbers that fell into the air 
shaft while the fire raged. There 
they plunged into the water filled 
horitontal air shaft and swam 20 
feet, where they burrowed to clear 
the cave-in blocking the entrance 
to the slanting shaft.
